Hen Who Made Shows of Themselves to 


•Win Bets—Laying targe Sums on the 
lieiult of Trillins Affiilrs—A Kaco Be- 
tween Drops of AVater. 
It has been remarked that "a collec- 


tion of foolish -wagers would make o 
voluminous work;" and so odd are some of 
these "fools' arguments," as Butler pith- 
ily terms them in his "Hudibras," that a 
selection of some of tho most curious 
may prove not uninteresting. 


During tho last century, when, par- 


ticularly in club life, 'he least difference 
of opinion frequently ended in a bet, 
many remarkable and eccentric wagers 
were made. 


In 1729 a poulterer of Leadenhall 


market betted £30 he would walk 202 
tunes round tho area of Upper Moor- 
fields in twenty-seven hours; and accord- 
ingly proceeded at tho rata of five miles 
an hour on the amusing pursuit, "to the 
infinite improvement of his business and 
great edification of hundreds of specta- 
tors." 


To characterize the follies of tho day 


it will be necessary to add to the account 
of the walking man another of a hopping 
man, who engaged, in December, 1731, 
to hop COO yards in fifty hops in St. 
James' park. Ho performed the feat in 
forty-six. 


TRIALS OP Si rED. 


In February, 1770, a bet was laid by a 


noble earl that ho should find a man who 
would ride to Edinburgh and back again 
to London in less time than another 
noble earl should mako a million dots in 
the most expeditious manner ho could 
contrived 


In September, 1789, a Col. Ross set out 


from London for York, on a wager with 
a Mr. Pigot of 800 guineas that he 
reached his destination in forty-eight 
hours on the same horse. Ho performed 
the journey three hours within the time. 


On tho 17th of May, 1817, a lespect- 


able farmer of Kirton-Lindsey, for a 
wager of a few pounds, undertook to 
ride a pony up two pair of stairs into a 
chamber of tho Georgo inn aud down 
again, which feat he actually performed 
before a numerous company, whoso as- 
tonishment was heightened by tho uder 
being upward of eleven stono weight and 
bis hoise less than thirty stone. They 
were weighed after tho feat, to decide 
smother wager. 


In The Anmial Register for 1788 we 


find tho following: "A young Irish gen- 
tleman, for a very considerable wager, 
set out on Monday, Sept, 22, to walk to 
Constantinople and back again in ono 
year. It 13 said that the young gentle- 
man has £20,000 depending on tho per- 
formance of the exploit." 


The Eail of Maich, on laying a bet 


that he would causo a message to bo dis- 
patched a certain distance quicker than 
any horse could convey it, won his wager 
by inclosing tho message in a cricket 
ball, which was thrown from hand to 
hand by relays of professional cricket- 
ers. As Duke of Queensberry, ho betted 
1,000 
guineas that ho would produce a 


man who would cat more at a meal than 
any one whom Sir John Lade could find, 
The duke was informed of his success— 
not being present at the achievement— 
by tho following bulletin from tho field 
of battle: 'Oly lord, I have not timo to 
stato paiticulars, but merely to acquaint 
your grace that your man beat his antag- 
onist by an applo pie." 


BETTTXO ON DEATH. 


At White's coffee house, whore, dur- 


ing tho last century, gaming was carried 
on to heavy amounts, a book was always 
laid upon tho table for entering wagers, 
and in these betting books, somo of 
which still exist, may bo found bets on 
all cppceivable subjects: on marriages, 
births, deaths; on tho duration of a min- 
istry, on tho chance of an election, on a 
rascal's risk of tho halter or the shock of 
an earthquake. 


"Walpolo, writing to Sir Horace Mann, 


Sept. 1,1730, says: "They have put into 
the papers a good story mado at White's. 
A man dropped down dead at tho door 
and was carried in. Tho club immedi- 
ately mado bets whether ho was dead or 
not; and when they were going to bleed 
him, 
the wagcrers for his death inter- j 


posed, and said it would affect tho fair- 
ness of tho bet." 


Certain it is that during this period np 


subject appeals to have been too serious 
for a bet; and that nothing was consid- 
ered too timal a medium, tho following 
lines, founded on fact, bear witness: 
Iho Bucks had dmed, nnd deep in council eat: 
Thoir wmo was brilliant, but their wit grew flat. 
Up starts his lordship—to tho window flies, 
Audio! "Aracol oracel" In rapture cries. 
"Where?" quoth Sir John—"Why, ECO two drops 


of rain 


Start <rom tho summit of tho crystal pane; 
A thousand pounds which drop, with nimblest 


force, 


Performs its current down tho sllpp'ry courss " 
The bets wero made; in diro t,uf,penso they wait 
For \ ictory, penelant ou tho nod of rate. 
Now down the sash, unconscious of tho prize, 
The bubbles roll, like pearls frorr Chloo's eyes.

To be Painted White. 


It was wired the other day that the 


Secretary of the Navy had ordered all the 
war ships of the United States to be 
paiottd white. Now tbo reason for the 
order comes in the Philadelphia Timea as 
follows: It has been found that iron and 
steel vessels, when pnioted black, have 
been nnntceasirily hot, and to do away 
with thia discomfort, ns well as to im- 
prove the looks of the vessel, white has 
been decided upon as the color for the 
navy. Especially is this color considered 
a serviceable ono when cruisers are doing 
duty in tropical climates. The cent of 
white will do much to prevent the ab- 
sorption of heat that these vessels are 
liable to, and thereby greatly increase the 
comfort of officers and crew, and ituprove 
the sanitary condition of the vessel."

Prohibition. 


Chicago Trlbnno. 


Illinois enacted prohibition in 1855, bnl 


repudiated it (it the polls in the same year 


Ntw Yorfc passed the law in 1851, ttioc 


it for two years, and gave it np as o bad 
job. 


Massachusetts tried prohibition for fif- 


teen years, and repealed it as vain and in- 
jurious. 


An effort to restore prohibition in Massa- 


chusetts wus voted down by an overwhelm 
ing majority April 22, 1889. 


Atlanta tried the law for one jeai anc 


repudiated it bv an overwhelming majority 
in November, 1887. 
The injury to the 


city was incalculable. 


Connecticut enaoted the law in 1851 


tried in vain to enforce it for eighteen 
years, and then finally, repealed it forever 
in 1872. 


Ohio enacted prohibition in 1855, and, 


i tier a few months of bitter experience, re- 
pealed it. 


Maryland passed a prohibitory law in 


1885. 
The results were so disastrous, both 


to material nod moral welfare, that, after a 
few Djonths' trial, if. was repealed, and the 
lesson was so severe, that the question has 
never been raised again in that State. 


New Hampshire tried prohibition for 


thirty-four years, 
April 12, 1889,- an ef- 


fort was made to incorporate it into her 
constitution. This was voted down by an 
enormous majority, only two counties in 
tne Stale giving a majority in fnvor of pro- 
hibition. 


Delaware trieJ it in 1855. nnd after two 


years found tbat it so affected the welfare 
of the Slate that it was repealed in 1857. 


The Independent Anti-Prohibition Ra- 


pnblieans aud Democrats of Iowa, are 
united for the purpose of overthrowing 
prohibition. 


The liiw was twice passed in Wisconsin 


and twice vetoed by the Governor, with 
unanimous support of the people. 
Since 


then the State has bet-c untroubled by fa- 
naticism. 


Rhode I.-lancl enaoted prohibition in 


1853, and after ton years' trial repudiated 
the law ia 18C3. She again enacted it last 
year and is now trying to get rid of it, after 
one year of financial and moral disaster. 
The Legislature has by almost unanimous 
vote decided to re-submit the matter to the 
people, 


Michigan passed the law in 1853 ana 


kept it for twenty-two years, when, finding 
the futility of attempting to enforce pro- 
hibitory measures, she abandoned it in 
1875. 
The fanatics tried to saddle the law 


upon her again this year, bnt her people 
would not have it, and overwhelmed it al 
the polls. 


Indiana and Nebraska in 1855 passed 


prohibitory measures, but neither of them 
kopt prohibiiion upon tboir statute books 
for any length of time. Indiana voted on 
tbo question again in 1882, and the amend- 
ment was defeated by the biggest majority 
cast in tLit State for twenty years. 


Tex is cast 93,000 majority against the 


effort to foruo a prohibitory amendment to 
her Conasitution. 


An fffort was made to forca tbe law on 


Tennessee in 1887. The people, after u 
thoroGgb. discussion, resolved not to put it 
info t'ueir Constitution. 


Oregon submitted the amendment in 


1887. 
The amendment was buried under 


au avalanche of votes. 


In November, 1888, West Virginia voted 


on prohibition. 
The question was thor- 


oughly disousssd, investigations into the 
working of the law in other States were 
made, and the amendment wan defeated by 
a vote oi three to one. 


Canada has tried prohibition. The law 


was passed, and on a reconsideration of the 
question April 3, 1889, the voters slaugh- 
tered prohibition from Lake Erie to the 
Bay of Fundy, Every city and town in 
Canada which voted that day repealed pro- 
hibition. 


lu Iowa in 18SO there were 3,031 Gov- 


ernment licenses issued for the sale of liq- 
uor. 
In 188G, under prohibition, the num- 


ber had increased to 1,033—an increase of 
999. It is not within the limits of reason 
that any man would pay for a license un- 
less he meant to use it. 


For the year ending April 30, 1881, be- 


fore prohibition, 1,881 Government licenses 
to sail liquor were issued in Kansas. 
In 


the year ending April 30, 1887, after five 
years of prohibition, 2,997, licenses were 
issued; iu other words, there were 50 per 
cent, more places selling liquor in the year 
ending April 30, 1887 under prohibition, 
than in the year ending April 30, 1881, be- 
fore the enactment of the law. There lad 
simply been » change of name from "sa- 
loon" to "drng store." 


Maine has more liquor sellers in propor- 


tion to population than many licensed 
States. Rhode Island has one liquor sel- 
ler to every 213 men.

Importance of the Dairy Business. 


Chatting rccantly with ex-Senator Warner 


Miller he told me that tbe dairying business 
was the largest single industry in the 
United 
States. The 
facts aro simply 


stupendous, when thsy are considered, as 
I found by questioning a leading merchant 
in tbe produce line to-day. 
He told me 


that there is over $2,000,000,000 invested 
in dairying, an amount almost double the 
money invesud in banking nnd commercial 
industries. It is estimated that it requires 
15,000,000 cows to supply the demand for 
milk aud its products in the United States. 
To feed ihsso cows 60,000,000 acres of bed 
aro under cultivation. 
The agriculture 


and dairy machinery and implements in 
use are worth over §200,000,000, The 
men employed iu the business number 
750,000 and the horses over 1,000,000. 
The cows and horses consume arnunlly 
30,000,000 tons of hay, nearly 90,000,000 
bushels of corn-meal, nbont the same 
amount of oatmeal, 275,000,000 bushels of 
>Ktn, 2,000,000 bushels of bran, and 30,- 
300,000 bushels of corn, to say nothing of 
the brewery groins, sprout?, and other 
questionable fetd of various kinds that are 
used to a great extent. It costs §150,000,- 
)00 to feed these cows and horses. The 
average puid to ttio labor necessary in the 
dairy business is probably $20 a month, 
amounting to $180,000,000 n year.

agerag* oow yields abont 450 gallons ot 
milk a year, which gives a total pro.-luct 
of 6,750.000,000 gallons. Twelve ctut» a 
;allon is a lair price to estimate the value 
of this milk at—a total return to the dairy 
'wmers of $810,000,000, if they sold all 
:heir milk aa milk. But 50 per cent, of 
•he milk is made into cheese and butter. 
It takes 27 ponnds of milk to make 1 
pouiul of butter, and about 10 ponnds to 
make 1 of cheese. 
There ia the same 


unonnt ol nutrition in 8% pounds of milk 
hat there is in 1 pound of beef. A fat 
iteer furnishes 50 per cent, of boneless 
ieef, but it would require about 21,000,000 
teers, weighing 1,500 pounds each, to 
reduce the same amount of nutrition as 
ha annnal milk product does.—New York 
Jraphio.

SKGTION 1. That it shall be unlawful for any 


person or poisons within the fire limits of the town 
of Heno, r.s defined bv Ordinance No, i<3, to pile 
store or keep any wood, lumber, old or new, or any 
collection of either, in any form, excepting sucl 
as may be necessary for domestic use, or for 
the actuat construction of any building being, or 
hereafter to bo constructed, witbin said limits 
providing nothing herein contained shall be con 
strned so as to prohibit the loading, unloading and 
tranter of tbo same -within said limits, la the 
nsaal course of busicesa tratlio. 


SEC.2. Any person or ^ersons who shall be 


guilty of a violation of any of the provisions ol the 
foregoing section, ton days after the first publica- 
tion of tbla ordinance, on conviction thereof, shall 
be deemed guilty of a nuisance and shall bo fined 
in any sum not less than fifty dollars, nor to exceed 
flvo hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the 
County Jail not less than thirty days, nor to exceed 
six inontha, or both such fine and imprisonment, 
and on conviction thereof it ia hereby made the 
duty of tbe Ofiielof Vollco to remove aliauchvrood, 
lumber or other collection named ia Section one, 
at the eipense of the owner thereof, and to collect 
such expense aa provided by law.
